When these plans are approved 
in the chief engineer's office, de- 
finite construction: plans and spe- 
cifications ‘must be started withir 
30. days, according to. the official 

“The project is being preparec 
definitely as a post-war undertak. 
ing and we are completing al’ 
preliminary work up to the point 
of submitting the project to con- 
tractors,” explained Mr. Bebout. 
He emphasized that.his depart- 
ment is keeping in close touch 
with “local interests.” He said 
that Howard Way, county engi- 
neer, and his assistant Royal V. 
Ward, were frequently consulted 
and that in turn these men con- 
ferred with other local people. 

Representatives from the army 
engineering office were here re- 
cently to obtain additional date 
and to confer with local men whe 
are well acquainted with the water 
situation. 

Mr. Bebout said the dam har 
been tentatively located at the 
“mouth of the canyon.” Locally 
the site had been described as 
“Twenty-sixth street.” Many soil 
tests and exhaustive surveys have 
beon conducted in obtaining: infor- 
mation for use in deciding ‘where 
the gigantic dam would be placed 
across the canyon. 


The proposed dam will be from 
135 to 160 feet in height extending 
from one wall to the other in the 
canyon. At the base, Mr. Bebout 
said, the dam would be approxi- 
mately 500 feet in thickness. 


Purpose of the dam is to control 
flood waters pouring out of the 
canyon and to conserve ine watfr. 
Plans for the undertaking were 
started soon after the disastrous 
flood of 1937. 

The ‘definite’ project plans,” 
will define the site, how the dam 
will operate, location of the out- 
lets and how the water will be 
handled at the outlets, according 
to the engineer. All engineering 
phases of the project will be com- 
pletcly covered—and these have 
been prepared after conferences 
with local officials and a thorough 
analysis of the situation, Mr. Be- 
bout reported. 

The official declined to give an 
estimate of the cost, but originally 
the estimate was several millior 
dollars, 

Land tentatively chosen for the 
site is now privately owned, ac- 
cording to Mr. Bebout. One of the 
preliminaries to be completed 
when the plans are approved is for 
the government to obtain owner- 
ship of the property. 

When the proposed dam wa‘ 
first discussed, the tentative site 
was across the canyon near Twen- 
ty-third street. Use of that site 
would have directly affected valu- 
able citrus acreage. The present 
site, however, is further into the 
canyon and as far as is known nce 
citrus property will be directl 
affected in the construction pro- 
ject.

The Upland fire department 
responded immediately and within 
10°: minutes..the- blaze-was under 
control, The early start of the 
flames, however, cauesd éonsider- 
able smoke and heat damage. 

A few more minutes delay in 
getting on to the fire might have 
been disastrous for Willis’ place 
and for adjoining business build- 
ings, according to Fire Chief 
Howaré Paulin. 

“Tt just so happens the service- 
man had alighted from the Pacific 
Electric bus from Los Angeles and 
it just so happens the bus was a 
trifle late—otherwise the blaze 
might not have been detected in 
time,” explained Mr. Paulih, who 
highly complimented the alertness 
of the unidentified serviceman, 
who was a Sailor ahd apparently 
had. arrived here to visit. 

Officers Bill Smith and Clarence 
Skvor were at Second avenue near 
C street in a routine check-up and 
the sailor gave the alarm to them. 

Using ‘ ‘fog nozzle’ which is 
designed to extinguish flames with 
a minimum amount of water, the 
interior fire was controlled with 
virtually no “water damage,” ac- 
cording to a report at the city hall 
concerning one of the city’s worst 
fires. 

The damage was centered along 
the bar, tables and furnishings in 
the north portion of the building. 
Interior of the structure had been 
recently renovated. Mr. Harris
